WANTS GL. BILL 
EXTENDED 


Donala M. Van Greenby, 
President of the Home Buil- 
ders Association of Greater 
Lowell, Incorporated urged 
today that Congress extend 
the G.I. home loan program 
for World War II veterans to 
July 1960. He asserted , that 
this action would impose 
little, if any, additional fin- 
ancial Hability on the Federal 
Government. 

Mr, Van Greenby rejected 
the contension that extension 
of the program for  three| 
years’ beyond its scheduled 
July 25, 1957 expiration date 
would prove a financial bur- 
den for the government. 

“Repayments on G.I. loans] 
amounted to about $2 billion 
last year,” Mr. Van Green 
pointed out.
